New York, Jan. 6.—Five of the 


missing twenty-seven of the crew- of 
the oil tank steamer 
Oklahoma, 


which broke in two off Sandy Hook 
early Sunday, were brought into port 
alive today. 
They were picked up in 


a lifeboat Sunday afternoon by the 
Booth line steamer Gregory, after 
having been adrift in the bitter cold 
for six hours. 


The rescue of these men accounts 


for 22 of the Oklahoma's crew of 
38, eight having been saved by the 
liner Bavaria and three found dead 
in a lifeboat by the revenue cutter 
Seneca. 


The five brought in today confirm 


the story that the great tank ship 
parted amidships without warning. 
The weather was very stormy and 
enormous seas were breaking aboard 
when, with an agony of groans and 
creaks, the vessel buckled, apparent- 
ly suspended on two huge waves at 
stem and stern. 


Nilfe Haht, seaman, was on deck 


at the time, having just come on 
watch. The engines were racing and 
could not be stopped. 
All the en- 


gine room force and those of the 
crew aft who were able rushed to 
the decks. 


The mess boy, Koslch, had on only 


his underwear. 
Two boats were got 


away. 
One was crammed full. This 


was presumably the boat in which 
the revenue cutter 
Seneca 
found 


three dead and none alive. The oth-

Five blackened bodies, cruelly seared and charred 


by flames, are lying in the morgues of two local under- 
takers, Bazler & Bradley and J. E. McGonagle, and 
three men are suffering intense agony at the City Hos- 
pital, while yet another is at his home in a semi-con- 
scious condition as a result of a holocaust which visited 
-Newark early Tuesday morning, the first fire of the 
new year. 


The dead lost their liv.es in the rooms of the Gus 


Kern lodging house and restaurant at Second and Rail- 
road streets in the flames which completely gutted the 
place and left it a mass of charred timbers and chaotic 
i inns. 


Patrolman John Goff saved the lives of a half dozen 


men when he apprehended the great danger after he 
found the place burning about 2:30 o'clock while pa- 
trolling his beat. He aroused Night Clerk Arthur Grubb 
who in turn dashed up the stairway and awakened the 
Sleeping lodgers who occupied rooms on the second floor. 
A half dozen were able to escape, but the five men who 
lingered to dress were overcome by smoke. Two of them 
were suffocated by the dense smoke and the intense heat 
while three others were burned to death in their rooms. 


Four of the dead have been identified while the fifth 


occupies a morgue table at the Bazler & Bradley mor- 
gue unknown. He was probably an intinerant jicddler, 
as a bundle of wire coat hangers was found in his room. 
Xone of the hundreds who viewed the lw>dy at the mor- 
gue was able to make a guess as 'to whom the man is.

Wisdom from 


Washington

Washington, Jan. 6.—[Special.]—Ad 


ditloual financial legislation is expwt- 
ed during the present congress, or why 
the promise that the matter of Kimruu- 
teeiug deposits of national bariks or 
the banks under the new currency bill 
•would have considerationV That was 
the promise of Chairman Owen of the 
senate committee. I do not know upon 
what bill this guaranty provision may 
be placed, but 1 assume that it will 
find a place in the "farm credits" bill. 
•which has also been assured consider- 
ation. The farm credits measure was 
given considerable attention In the an- 
nual message of President Wilson, and 
he expressed so much interest in it 
that it cannot be neglected. Just 
what form it will take is not now ap- 
parent, nor is it possible to say just 
how it will fit In with the new curren- 
cy law. However, that is another 
problem for the present congress. 


"Short Sales" Also. 


It is quite well understood that there 


•will be an effort to tack on to any 
farm credits bill a provision stopping 
"short sales" of farm products. And 
that again will stir up quite an Inter- 
esting contest. There are representa- 
tives of farming states who say their 
people do not want to interfere with 
speculation in farm products because 
they believe that prices are kept high- 
er by reason of the speculating. To 
cut off "short sales" will tend to stop 
the speculative higher bidding, and In 
the end they fear a complete lower 
trend of prices in farm products. Per- 
haps a part of the high cost of living 
borne by the consumer is due to this 
speculating that producers think keeps 
up prices. 


Uncle Joe's Way. 


When the Republicans complained 


so bitterly about the manner in which 
they were treated by being excluded 
from the conference on the currency 
bill Senator Williams told the senate 
some of his experiences when minor- 
ity leader of the house, which he de- 
scribed as a "place with much name 
and little power, as many have learn- 
ed before mp and since. Joe Cannon 
was then speaker." continued Wil- 
liams, "and Joe would say in the lan- 
guage of Tom Reed, 'Sharp, the Kepxib- 
lican party, responsible for legislation, 
is about to perpetrate another outrage. I 
Put your hand on the Democrats nnd j 
bring them in. so you may know what 
it is beforehand.' 
Sometimes they I 


would give us twenty minutes to talk. | 
Once they did not give us any time j 
at all." 


What Williams Learned. 


As minority leader of the house Wil- 


liams did more protesting than any 
other one man against the "gag rules,*' 
the "brute force." the "unseemly 
haste," the "czar-like methods," of the 
Republicans, but he seemed to have | 
learned something about the way the 
people looked at it, for he said: 


"By the way, I found out. when J 


was minority leader that the country 
did not care much about how the ma- 
jority reached a vote; the people were 
interested in knowing what the major- 
ity did in the matter of legislation." 


Past Examples. 


Going back a number of years, it 


may be positively stated that no one 
cared a rap about the Reed rules. 
Crisp rules. Henderson rules. Cannon 
rules or any other man's rules or the 
methods of the majority. It was what 
the majority enacted that affected the 
>eople. The people did not like the 
HcKinley tariff, and they turned the 
Republicans out. They did not like 
te Wilson tariff, and they turned the 
Democrats out They did not like the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff, and they turned 
:he Republicans out. If they do not 
like the Underwood tariff and the new 
currency law they will turn the Dem- 
ocrats out again. It is what they do. 
not bow they do it, that affects the 
country.

Tricks with cards and money and so 


forth I don't mind about because 1 
would always rather see them done 
than do them, there is such fascination 
in the clean, swift movement of the 
conjurer with cards, his perfect mas- 
tery of his fingers, the supple beauty 
of his hands. And tricks with machin- 
ery I would gladly forego. 


My conjurer's most popular trick

SAYS COUNSELOR OF RiCB 


Secretary McAdoo and Levy Mayer. 


Only disappointment is in store for 


the tax assessor who tries to get the 
income tax returns to the govern- 
ment for his purposes, disappoint- 
ments and heavy penalties for those 
who divulge these interesting facts. 
What is more, the penalties pre- 
scribed by the income tax law are 
going to be adequate protection to 
the big tax payer who ia worrying 
over what the assessor may do to 
him. 


The Intricacies of the income tax 


law which have been causing no end 
of bother to national banks, some 
law suits and great anxiety, have 
become the subject of high priced 
legal opinions, the most important of 
which was contained in a souvenir 
pamphlet issued by a banking house, 
S. W. Straus & Co., of Chicago, 
containing an analysis by the law 
firm of which Levy Mayer is the 
head.

The law 
provides a penalty up to $1,000 and 
imprisonment for one year or both 
for printing or publishing in any 
manner not provided by law any in- 
come return or part thereof."

You will often be told upon Inquiry 
at the hotel offices—and in perfectly 
good faith, too—that the steamers 
leave daily,. Upon arriving at the 
docks on schedule time, you find fre- 
quently that your particular steamer 
leaves but once in three days, and the 
vessel you sought left yesterday Get- 
ting excited will not remedy the situa- 
tion in the least The Jap word "ta- 
daima," meaning immediately, may In 
reality mean any time between now 
and next month. 


To all of your queries the natives 


will say "shlkatasauai,"—"it can't be 
helped"—which liriugs an end to the 
matter, so far ...-> the native is con- 
cerned. 
Incldi utally, you might as

SUPREME COURT 


RULES ON "RIDERS" 


IN APPROPRIATIONS 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Washington, Jan. 6.—Riders on 


appropriations bills are to be given 
no privileged status in the supreme 
court, according to a 
decision of 


Chief Justice White in passing on a 
"rider" to the Sundry civil appro- 
priation bill of 1907, whereby the 
treasury department officials 
were 


directed to follow the court's deci- 
sion in "all" claims. 


An attempt was made by counsel 


tor General A. M. Pennington who 
sought to collect for longevity pay 
Sased on service at 
the 
military 


academy to have the court interpre- 
:er proviso in the appropriation bill 
as applicable to his case. The argu- 
ment was that the proviso was a 
'rider" and. in accordance with the 
new method of legislating by riders 
on appropriation bills, it was to be 
construed independently of the rest 
of the bill.

lave been adopted, when the courts 
came to Interpret the law they must 
consider riders in connection1 with 
he rest of the bill In which they 
were found.

into the arms or the iVw men who 
had gathered in the brief 
minute* 


following the first alarm. Da/ed and 
crazed by the burns Le had suffered, 
he daehed through the group and dis- 
appeared in the 
darkness. 
It 
was 


some time afterwards before he re- 
turned to the burning building where 
he remained until the fire was under 
control and the bodies had been 
re- 


moved. 


Aroused by the shouts of the night 


clerk, the lodgers prepared to leave 
the .building. Those who did escape 
with their lives, did not 
stop long 


enough to dress. 


George "Baldy" Prior, a lodger, oc- 


cupied a room directly over that part 
of the restaurant where the 
blaze 


originated. 
Clad only in his under- 


\\are. he groped his way through the 
black 
smoke to a small 
window 


scarcely large enough to crowd 
his 


body through. He crawled 
through 


the window and found himself 
four 


feet above a cornice. Hugging 
the 


building closely, he made his way ten 
or twelve feet to the corner of the 
frame 
building, seized 
the 
water- 


spouting and slid to the ground in 
safety. He landed in a barrel which 
stood at the corner, but escaped in- 
jur\ except for a few scratches. 


James Russel, another lodger in 


that part of the 
building crawled 


through a small window onto 
the 


ledge and leaped twenty feet to the 
sidewalk. He suffered a broken hip, 
and his hands were badly burned and 
bruised. 


Ray Underwood jumped from an- 


other second story window but es- 
caped with a few cuts on his hands 
and arms where he fell on the icy 
sidewalk. 


George Alberts landed full on his 


side when he jumped to the side- 
walk on the south side of the build- 
ng. 
He was terribly bruised about 


the arms, legs and body, and may 
iave suffered internal injuries. 


Ambulances were summoned and 


the Bazler & Bradley motor invalid 
car removed the injured to the City 
i.ospital, where they were cared for 
by a corps of physicians, who \vere 
hurriedly summoned. 


Drs. W. H. Knauss, J. G. Shirer,

Their prompt

Patrolman Goff, 
after 
arousing 


lerk Grubb, rushed to the police 


patrol box opposite the Kern place, 
and notified police headquarters. The 
operator quickly notified fire head- 
quarters and within a very few min- 
utes after the patrolman first dis- 
covered the blaze, the two trucks 
Torn headquarters pulled up at the 
structure. 


Quickly as the alarm was handled, 


;he fire had gained rapid headway 
Before the arrival of the 
firemen. 


When the trucks stopped in front 
the flames were rolling out the front 
door and windows, the glass having 
rashed before the waves of intense 
heat. 


A fire hydrant 
immediately 
in 


front of the building was the first 
slace a hose connection was made. 
With their fire coats pulled tightly 
about their i;ecks and their helmets 
drawn down over their faces, the 
firemen backed into the flames and 
;oupled the hose to the plug. 
Other 


connections to nearby hydrants were 
made as rapidly as possible and sev- 
eral streams turned onto the burn- 
ng structure. 


Because of the speed with which 


the fire gained headway, the fire- 
men were powerless to make any ef- 
fort to enter the building. 
By tne 


ime the first apparatus reached the 
scene the structure was practically 
enveloped in flames. All entrance to 
he upstairs windows was cut off by 
he blaze which reached to the roof. 


Once the force of a half dozen 


streams was turned onto the build- 
ng, it was quickly controlled and 
the firemen were able then to fight 
t back into the building and direct 
.heir streams from closer quarters. 
After an hour and a half fighting, 
the firemen and searchers were able 
:o enter the burned structure to find 
the bodies. 


Two bodies, those of John Zeggett 


and Gus Hogel were found in the 
brick addition. Zeggett had succeed- 
ed in clothing 
himself 
and 
was 


groping his way through the fa- 
miliar starway which led to safety 
o the rear, when he was overcome 
by smoke. 
He fell prostrate over a 


rate which protected a small narrow 
stairway which led to the ground in 
.he rear of the building. 
His face 


and hands were blackened and stain- 
ed by the smoke. 


Hogel sought safety by the same 


route, apparently being familiar with 
hat portion of the building.

Night Clerk Grubb, after remaining
